The principal FEASTS and HOLY-DAYS 
in the whele Year expounded. 


UNDAY, or our Lord's Day, {dies Dominica) is a 
Day dedicated by the Apoſtles to the more particu- 
lar Serviceand Honour of Almighty God, and transferred 
from the Jetoiſb Sabbath to the Day following, in Me- 
mory that Chriſt our Lord roſe from the Dead, and fent 
down the Holy Ghoſt on that Day; whence it is called 
our Lord's Day, and Sunday from the old heathen Deno- 
mination of dies Solis, the Day of the Sun, to which it 
was ſacred, 

1. January, The Circumciſion of our Lord, vulgarly cal- 
led Neww-Year's-Day, is a Feaſt inſtituted by the Church 
in Memory of the Circumcifion of our Lord on the eighth 
Day from his Nativity, according to the Preſcript of the 
Old Law, (Gen, xvii, 12.) when he was named Jeſus, as 
the Angel had foretold, (St, Luke i. 14.) and began to ſhed 
his Infant Blood by the ſtony Knife of Circumciſion : And 
it is called Nezo-Year*s-Day from the antient Account of 
the Old Romans, who began their Year from that Day, 

6. Jan. Twelfth-Day, or the Epiphany of our Lord, is 
2 Feaſt ſolemnized in Memory and Honour of Chriſt's 
Manifeſtation to the Gentiles by an extraordinary Star, by 
which the three Kings were conducted from the Eaſt to 
adore him in the Manger, where they preſented him with 
Gold, Myrrb, and Frankincenſe, in Teſtimony of his Rega- 
ly, Humanity, and Divinity, or of his being King, God, 
and Man, The Word, Epiphany comes from the Greek, 
and ſigniſies a Manifeſtation; and it is called Tve/frb- 
Day, becauſe celebrated the Twelfth Day after Chriſt's 
Nativity, excluſively. The ſame Day are commemorated 
the Baptiſm of our Saviour, and his firſt Miracle at the 
Wedding in Cana of Galilee, turning Water into Wine, 

12 Jan. St. Benedict, ſurnamed Biſcop, Maſter to our 
renowned St. Bede, and Abbot of Myre, near Durham, in 
the Kingdom of the Northumbers, after he had five ſeve - 
ral Times viſited the apsfolic Se, and thence obtained 

| very 
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very large and ample Privileges for two ſtately Monaſte- 
ries which he had erected to the Honour of God, and in 
Memory of the two Apoſtles, St. Peter and St. Paul, in a 
venerable old Age repleniſhed with Sanctity, he re poſed 
in our Lord, in the Year 690, and was buried in his 
Monaſtry of St, Peter aforeſaid. He was the firſt that 
united the Benedictine or black Monks of our Iſland into 
one Body, and is therefore venerated by all that venerable 
Order as chief Patron of the Zrg/// Congregation, 

25 Jan. The Converſion of St. Paul: A Feaſt inſti» 
tated by the Church to perpetuate the Memory of his 
miraculous Call or Converfion, which happened on this 
Day, in the 35th Year of Chriſt, as he was going with 
Letters from Jeraſalem to Damaſcus to perſecute the 
Chriſtians that were there, when on a ſudden a Voice 
from Heaven called upon him, and of a Perſecutor ren- 
der'd him an Apoſtle, A#s IX. 

2 February, Candlemas Day, or the Purification of the 
bleſſed Virgin, a Feaſt in Memory and Honour both of the 
Preſentation of our Bleffed Lord, and the Purification of 
the Blaſſed Virgin in the Temple of Feruſalem, the for- 
tieth Day after her happy Child- birth, performed ac- 
cording to the Law of Moſes, Levit, XII. And is called 
Purification from the Latin Word, which ſignifies to 
purify ; not that the Bleſſed Virgin had contracted any 
Thing by her Child-birth which needed purifying, 
(being the Mcther of Purity itſelf) but becauſe other 
common Mothers were, by this ceremonial Right, freed 
from the legal Impurity of Child-birth, and to which 
out of her great Humility ſhe ſubmitted, And it is 
called Candlemas, becauſe, before Maſs is ſaid that Day, 
the Church bleſſes her Candles for the whole Year, and 
makes a Proceſſion with hallowed or bleſt Candles, in 
the Hands of the Faithful, in Memory of the Light 
wherewith Chriſt illuminated the Church at his Preſen- 
tation, when old Simian tiled him, A Light to the Reve- 
lation of the Gentiles, and the Glory of his People Iſrael, St.“ 


Luke ii. 32, 
A 6 The 
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The four Sundays of Septuageſima, Sexageſima, Qu in- 
guageſima, and Zyadrageſima, are Days appropriated by 
the Church to Acts of Penance and Mortification, and 
are a certain Gradation or Preparation to the Devotion of 
Lent, which are more proper and immediate to the Paſ- 

fin and Reſurrection of Chriſt ; and they have their nume- 
ral Denominations, from Quadrageſima Sunday, ſo called 
becauſe 'tis about the Fortietß Day before Eaſter. 

Shrowetide ſignifies the Time of Confeſſing; for our 
Anceſtors uſed to ſay, We vill go to ſhrift, inſtead of toe 
vill ge to Confeſſion 3; and in the more primitive Times, 
it was the Cuſtom of all good Chriſtians then to confeſs 
their Sins to a Prieſt, the better to prepare themſelves for 
a holy Obſervation of Leut, and worthy receiving the 
bleſſed Sacrament at Faſter, 

Aſ9-Iedneſday, a Day of publick Penance and Humi - 
Jiation in the whole Church of God, and ſo called from 
the antient Ceremony of bleſſing Afes on that Day, 
wherewith the Prieſt ſigneth the People with a Croſs on 
their Foreheads, giving them this wholeſome Admoniti- 
on, Memento Domo guia pubuis ©, & in pulverem reverterts ; 
Remember Man that Duff thou art, and into Duſt thou ſhalt 
return, (Gen, iii. .) to mind them of their Mortality, and 
prepare them for the holy Faſt of Lent: The Aſbes us d this 
Day are made of the Palms bleſſed the Palm · Sunday beſore, 

Lent is called in Latin Quadrageſima, becauſe it is a 
Faſt of forty Days, (except the Sundays, which are not 
kept as Pays of Faſt, but Abſtinence only,) inſtituted by 
the Church in a grateful Commemoration of Chriſt's faſt- 
ing forty Days and forty Nights in the Deſart, Which Faſt 
Has been obſerved in England near one thouſand Years, 
according to Sir Richard Baker, in his Chronicle, Fol. 5. 

Paſjion Sunday is ſo called from the Paſſin of Chriſt 
then drawing nigh, and was ordained by the Church 
more cloſely to prepare us for a worthy Celebration of 
that Solemnity, On this Day are covered the Crucifix - 
es, Sc. in the Churches with mourning Colour, both 
to commemorate our Saviour's going cut of the T *

and hiding himſelf, and to diſpoſe us to compaſſionate 
his Sufferings. . 

Palm-Sunday, in Memory and Honour of the trium- 
phant Entry of our Lord into Feruſalem, and ſo called 
trom the Palm-branches which the Hebrew Children 
ſtrewed under his Feet, crying Oſanna to the Son of 
David, Matt, xxi. 15. And hence it is that yearly, on 
this Day, the Church bleſſes Pahns and makes a ſolemn 
Proceſſion in Memory of that humble Triumph of our 
Saviour, all the People bearing Palm-branches in their 
Hands, 

Maundy-Thurſday, in Memory of our Lord's laſt Sup- 
cr, when he inſtituted the bleſſed Sacrament of his pre- 
cious Body and Blood; and is called Maundy Thurſday, 
quaſi Mandatum, or Mandat-Thurſday, from. the firſt 
Word of the Anthem, Mandatum novum do wobis, &c. 
John xiii, 34. 1 give yen a new Commandment (or Man- 
dat) that you love one another, as I have loved yon; which 
13 ſang on thatDay in the Church when the Prelates begin 
tne Ceremony of waſhing the People's Feet, in Imitati- 
on of Chriſt's waſhing thoſe of his Diſciples, before he 
inſtituted that Bleſſed Sacrament, 

Go:d- Friday, the moſt ſacred and memorable Day, on 
waich the great and glorious Work of our Redemption 
was conſummated by our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt on his 
bloody Croſs, between two Thieves, at Jeruſalem, 

On Thurſday, Friday and Saturday in holy Week, the 
Offices called Tencbræ are ſolemnly and mournfully ſung 
in Lamentation of our Lord's Paſſion. And becauſe theſe 
Ofzes are now recited in the Evening of the foregoing 
Days, Vedneſday, Thurſday and Friday, they have gained 
th: Name of Terebræ- days; and they are called Tenebræ 
. e, Darkneſs) to repreſent the Darkneſs which over- 
ſoread the Face of the Earth at the Time of his Paſhon, 
for which End alſo the Lights on the Altar are extin - 
guiſhed; and after ſome Silence, at the End of the Of- 
fice, a Noiſe is made, to repteſent the rending of _ 
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Veil of the Temple, and the Diſorder that whole Na- 
ture was in at her Maker's Death. 

The four Ember-⁊beels, (in Latin quatuor Tempora) are 
Times of Publick Prayer, Faſting and Proceſſion, partly 
inſtituted for the ſucceſsful Ordination of the Prieſts and 
Miniſters of the Church, and partly both to beg and 
render Thanks to God for the Fruits and Bleſſings of the 
Earth, Ember comes from the Greek Emerai, i. e. dies a 
Day: Others call them Ember-days from the antient re- 
ligious Cuſtom of eating nothing on thoſe Days till Night, 
and then only a Cake bak d under the Embers or Aſhes, 
which was called Panis Subcineritius, Ember-bread, 

Wakes or Country Feafts are uſually, if not always ob- 
ſerved on the Sunday next after the Saint's Day to whom 
the Pariſh Church is dedicated, and took Origin from a 
Letter written by St, Gregory the Great to Melitus Ab- 
bot, who was ſent into England with St. Auſtin, in theſe 
Words, It may therefore be permitted them (viz, the Engliſh) 
that on the Dedication Days, or other ſolemn Days of Mar- 
tyrs, they make themſelyss Bowers about their Churches, and 
refreſhing themſelves, and Feaſting together after a good reli- 
gious ſort, kill their Oxen now to the Praiſe of God and In- 
ercaſe of Charity, ⁊obich before they vere wont to Sacrifice to 
Devils, &c. Bede"s Eccl, Hi. Cap. 30. And they are cal - 
led Wakes, becauſe, on the Vigils of thoſe Feaſts the 
People were wont to awake from Sleep at the ſeveral 
Vigils of the Night, and go to Prayer, 

24 Feb, St, Mathias, choſen by the College of Apoſ- 
tles to ſupply the Place of Judas the Traitor; he was 
crowned with Martyrdom in Fury, in the Year 74. 

12 March, St. Gregory, worthily ſurnamed the Great 
for his admirable Works and indefatigable Labours a- 
mongſt which his ſending over for the Converſion of our 
Ile thoſe religious Perions, St. Auguſline, with other 
Perſons of the venerable Order of St. Benedi@, is not the 
meaneſt Fruits of his many toilſome Labours ; and for 
which Cauſe he is worthily ſtiled by St. Bede the Apottle 
of England. He died in the Year 604, 


17 March, 
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17 March, St. Patrick Biſhop and Conſeſſor, he was 
Son to Calphurnius, a noble Briton, of Pembrokfhire, and 
being educated by his Uncle, the great St, Martin, of 
France, was ordained Biſhop by Pope Celeſbine, Anno 431, 
and ſent to preach the Goſpel ficſt to the Scots, then to 
the Iriſb, which whole Nation he converted, and became 
thereby their Apoſtle, He died full of Sanctity and Mi- 
racles, after he had lived 122 Years, A. D. 491. 

19 March, St. Foſeph, the reputed Father of our 
bleſſed Saviour, and Spouſe of our Bleſſed Lady: He 
died in Zudea about the 12th Year of Jeſus Chriſt, 

21 March, St. Benedict the Great, Abbot and Patri- 
arch of Monks, who reſtored the almoſt decayed mo- 
naſtical Diſcipline in the Weſtern Church, His Life; 
renowned for Sanctity and Miracles, the great Light of 
his Order, as well as of the Church of God, St. Gregory, 
has together with an authentic Approbation of his holy 
Rule, left written to Poſterity, He died at Mount Caſ- 
fin, Anno 542. 

25 March, Annunciation of the Bleſſed Virgin, a Feaſt 
in Memory of that meſt happy Embaſſy unto her by the 
Angel Gabriel; upon which, by her Conſent, and the 
Operation of the Holy Spirit, the Son of God was in- 
carnate in her ſacred Womb, 

Eaſter Day, in Latin Paſcha, a great Feſtival in Me- 
mory and Honour of our bleſſed Saviour's Reſurrection, or 
riſing from the Dead on the third Day after his Cruci- 
fixion, Matt, xxviii, 6, It is called Eaſter from Oriens, 
i. e. the Eaſt, or Riſing, one of the Titles of Chriſt ; 
and his Name (ſays the Prophet) ſhall be called Oriens. 

Monday and Tueſday following are alſo kept holy, in 
Memory of ſome of our Lord's firſt Apparitions after 
his Reſurrection 3 which are commemecrated on theſe 
two Days for the greater Solemnity of this Feaſt, 

Dominica in albis, commonly called Low-Sunday, is 
the 0aze of Eaſter Day, and fo called from the Cate- 
chumens or Neophites white Garments, Emblems of In- 
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nocence and Joy, which they put on at their Baptiſm, 
and ſolemnly put off with this Day, 

Holy Thurſday, or Aſcenſion day; a Feaſt ſolemniz'd in 
Memory of Chriſt's glorious Aſcenſion into Heaven the 
fortieth Day after his Reſurrection, in the Sight of his 
Apoſtles and Diſciples, 43s i. q, 10, 

23. April, St. George, a Martyr of Cappadocia, of 
whom the Roman Martyrology ſays, That the Church 
of God honours his glorious Martyrdom amongſt the 
Crowns of other Martyrs: He was choſen in a ſpecial 
Manner as chief Patron of our Eng/i/h Nation, at the 
Inſtance of the glorious Prince Henry V. ere he under- 
took his Expedition for regaining France, At which 
Time alſo it was ordained by a provincial Conſtitution, 
that this Feaſt ſhould be kept holy, and his Solemnity is 
obſerved with a double Office and Octave throughout 
the whole Realm, He ſuffered in the Year 282, 

25 April, St. Mark the Evangelſſi was Diſciple and 
interpreter to S. Peter, who writing his Goſpel at the 
Requeſt of the Chriſtians at Reme, took it with him 
into Egypt, where, firſt preaching at Alcxandria, he 
founded that Church ; and afterwards being apprehen- 
ded for the Faith of Chriſt, was bound with Cords and 
Cragged upon Stones; then being ſhut up in a cloſe Pri- 
ſon he was comforted by an angelical Viſion, as alſo by 
an Apparition of the Lord of Angels, Finally, he was 
called ro Heaven, in the eighth Year of Nero: Thus 
the Roman Martyrology of him, Upon this Day the 
great Litanies are ſaid, and Abſtinence from Fleſh is ob- 
ſerved, to obtain a Bleſſing upon the Fruits of the Earth, 

1 May, St, Philip and James Apoſtles: After the 
firſt had converted almoſt all Scythia to the Faith of 
Chriſt, being faſten'd to a Croſs, he was ſtoned to Death, 
making a glorious End at Hierapolis, a City of Afia, 
Anno 54. The ſecond called alio our Lord's Brother, 
was the firſt Biſhop of Jeruſalem, where being thrown 
down from a Pinnacle of the Temple and his Thighs 
broken, as alſo wounded in the Head with a Fuller's 

Club, 
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Club, he gave up the Ghoſt, and was buried near the 
Temple, in the Year 63, 

3 May, The Invention of the Holy Croſs, otherwiſe 
called Holy Rood-day, a Feaſt in Memory of the mira- 
culous Invention or finding the Holy Croſs on which our 
Saviour ſuffered, by St, Helen, Mother to Conſtantine 
the Great, in the Year 4326, after it had been hid and 
buried by the Infidels 180 Years, who erected a Statue 
of Venus in Place of it. 

Regation-Week, being always the next but one before 
Whit-Sunday, is ſo called, becauſe on Monday, Tueſday 
and Wedneſday of this Week, Regations, (from Rogo, to 
aſk and pray,) and Litanies are uſed with Abſtinence 
from Fleſh, enjoin'd by the Church to all Perſons, not 
only for a devout Preparative to the Feaſts of Chriſt's 
glorious Aſcenſion and Penteceft then ſhortly after, but 
alſo to beg and ſupplicate the Bleſſing of God upon the 
Fruits of the Earth. F 

The Belgians call it Cruys-4veek, i. e. Croſs-wweek, and 
ſo it is called in ſome Parts of England, becauſe when 
the Prieſt goes on thoſe Days in Proceſſion the Croſs is 
carried before him, 

In the North of England it is called Gang-week, from 
the Canging or going in Proceſſion and Perambulations 
then uſed, &c, 

I hit- Sunday or Pentecaſt, a ſolemn Feaſt in Memory 
and Honour of the Coming of the Holy Ghoſt upon the 
Heads of the Apoſtles, in Tongues of Fire, according 
to Acts ii. 3. 

Pentecoft in Greek fignifies the fiſtieth, it being the 
ffiieth Day after the Reſurrection. And *tis called 
Whit-Sunday from the Catechumens being antiently 
cloathed in M ite and admitted on the Eve of this Feaſt 
to the Sacrament of Baptiſm. The old Saxons called it 
Mid. Sunday, i. e. Hely- Sunday; for Wied, or Whied 
ſignifies Holy in that Language, which alſo may have 
prov'd one Occaſion of this Name,
